REALSCHULE (FUERTH, GERMANY) IN CONJUNCTION WITH A TELEVI- 
SION DOCUMENTARY ON YOU TO BE BROADCAST IN JANUARY. DR. 
COHEN HAS FOUND THE COPIES OF THREE RECORDS BUT DOES NOT 
FEEL FREE TO RELEASE THE MATERIAL DURING A PERSON'S LIFETIME 
WITHOUT HIS CONSENT. HE ATTACHES COPIES OF THOSE DOCUMENTS 
AND LEAVES THE DECISION WITH YOU WHETHER TO HAND THEM OVER 
TO WETA 26 TELEVISION OR NOT. IF YOU DECIDE TO, HE ASKS 
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THAT THE NAME OF HIS ARCHIVES BE INCLUDED IN THE ACKNOWLEDG- 
MENTS APPEARING BEFORE THE FILM. HE ENCLOSES A BOOKLET ON 
THEIR ARCHIVE AND INVITES YOU TO VISIT ON ONE OF YOUR VISITS 
TO JERUSALEM. 

2. WALT DISNEY WORLD SENT YOU THEIR 1977 GOLD PASS WHICH 
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ENTITLES YOU TO COMPLIMENTARY TICKETS TO THE ATTRACTIONS AND 
EXTENDS THEIR WELCOME TO YOU AND YOUR GUESTS. 


3. ARNOLD FORSTER OF THE ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE OF B’NAI 
B'RITH POINTS OUT IN A LETTER THAT DR. ISSA SARTAWI, 

ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF THE POLITICAL DIVISION OF THE PLO, 

HAS BEEN ALLOWED BACK INTO THE U.S. DESPITE FINDINGS OF 
EARLIER ENTRY BASED UPON THE FRAUDULENT USE OF A SUDANESE 
PASSPORT. IN LIGHT OF TRAVEL RESTRAINTS PLACED ON PLO 
OBSERVER DELEGATION MEMBERS TO THE UN, HE WOULD LIKE TO 
KNOW WHY DR. SARTAWI HAS BEEN ALLOWED TO RETURN TO WASHING-

THE FORTHCOMING ONE IN CHICAGO IN APRIL AND ENCLOSES SOME 
MATERIAL ON THE FOUNDATION, AS WELL AS A NOMINATION FORM 
WHICH WOULD SHOW DAVID COMPETING IN THE SELECTION PROCESS, 
ALTHOUGH MR. O'BRIAN WOULD PERSONALLY HANDLE IT. HE 
INCLUDES ABOUT TEN SPECIAL STUDENTS LIKE DAVID EACH YEAR. 

HE THANKS YOU FOR THE GREAT SERVICES YOU PERFORMED FOR OUR 
COUNTRY AND WISHES YOU AND YOURS A JOYFUL NEW YEAR. 

5. CONGRESSMAN MARIO BIAGGI (NEW YORK) AND JOSHUA FIT BERG 
(CHAIRMAN, COMMITTEE ON THE JUDICIARY) BOTH WRITE CONCERN- 
ING THE EXTRADITION OF ELIJAH EPHRAIM JHIRAD OF INDIA.

7. CONGRESSMEN ROBERT H. MOLLOHAN (W. VIRGINIA) AND JOSEPH 
L. FISHER (VIRGINIA) WRITE SEPARATE LETTERS REQUESTING 
INFORMATION ON THE IMPRISONMENT OF THREE MEMBERS OF THE 
YWCA ASSOCIATION IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

8. SECRETARY RUMSFELD EXPRESSES HIS DISSATISFACTION OVER
